Applicant's arguments filed 2/23/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's assertion that the Chalamala ( c 190) reference does not disclose the 
use of a crystalline film that acts as an emitter for the device as claimed, the examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Attention is drawn to Column 4 lines 51-64, where the prior establishes 
that the thickness of the film defines where the election emittance occurs. In this case a 
relatively thick film (over a monolayer for instance) acts as the emitting site for the electrons in 
the electron-emitting device.
